Comment: The new orsanization o* the rationin: systen in the CSH 
became valid on 1 January 1952, but as early as Decaber 1951, through the 
nediary of speeches by Governmental and other functionaries, articlss in the 
Press ana a publication of the aporooriate recrlatious, the ponulation had bee 
informed of the causes of this reorganization and of the changes which would 
result from it in the rationing of the various classes of the population. 

In Decester 1951, Frantisek KRAJCIR, Minister of Internal Trade, who is 
responsible for the supply situation, said: "2y this new organization of the 
rationing system, Czechoslovakia had done away with various wrongs which were 
contrary to the present social set-up anc with the requirements of the up- 
pullding." The new changes do not consist in a general lowering of the rations 
but in a stricter differentiation between the variouc types of consumers and 
in the restriction of the number of persons who are antitled to additional 
‘ations which are to supply the additional calories to ‘those engaged in heavy 
work. These measures have affected great nuwabers of people and all the far- + 
mers, pensloners and still existing independent businessmen. 
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The farning ponulation have b2en affected one anc all, that is both the in- 
devenient farmers (from 0.5 hectares of arable land wowards) and menbers of 


the United Agricultural Cooperatives (JZD). From now on, the farmers have 

; anend. for their foo’ sunniies on the produce of their own farms or coope=- 
retive farus and on the free market. Those, who 211711 their. obligations as 
Sar as tleliverles are concerned, receive only a rabion of sugar and soap and 
an incomplete (by 20 voints, i.e. by one sixth, reduced) clothing card. #rom 
others, also this ration is withheld.

Consuners are divided into three large catsyories wiiich arc in turn subdivided 
into groups. In the first ee are ch il dren (from tro to six yo ee 
age), in the seconda dolesc onts (from 6 to 12 and from 1° to 18 year 
of age) and in the third g row e s over 15 rears of age and Uhese fall in 
tote three groups. Those employed receive tie highest rations, p o n- 
Soo me Re. and. eS aoe GS eS. ec eave less, aud the smallest, so-called 
basic ration, is received by the others, mless they are sel i- 
(farmers) or unless they have becn altogether exeuptedc 
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from the rationing (independent businessmen or thellvillage rich"), The basic 
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ration is for aap received by all married unemployed women unless they 
re caring for at least one child wider the age of 15, and rentiers living 


on thelr own capital reserves. 


Additional rations which formerly have been allocated rather benevolently 

to a bree nwaber of consumers ~ the well known "Fee" ,tp-~3" and pat ration 
cards - are today dealt with more economically, fros, the yoint of view of 
national economy. New additional ration books are 
being introduced, i. 2. "T! for those doing heavy work, "Tk" for those doing 
heavy work in key industries, "HP" for miners working above ground, "HL" for 
miners working underground and finally "7D" for those who are fulfilling 

the mining norms. ‘hese additional rations are aliccated only on the condi~ 
tion of regular attendance at work and after two instances of unjustified 
absence are withdrawn. Apart from that there are svecial additional rations ~ 
for workers in danger of infection and for nothers after the confiacment. 


In the CSR press no mention is found of the caloric value of the rations. 

As an illustration, the following is a list of rationed goods for the xonth 

of February 1952 faccording to the CSR Official »sulletin of 26 January 1952), - - 
as dravm on the basic ration, on a ration for enployed people, on additional 
ration "Tt and additional ration "IIL".

A strict control over the claims of individual consumers to additional rations 
undoubtedly results in considerable saving of supolies , on the othor hand, 
however, it results in-great dissetisfaction amon: the workers, some of whom 
camot defend themselve Bs but others, especlally the Communists, arc protesting 
vigorously. As compared to the former favorizing «and Denevolent attitude to- 
wards the Party members, the Communists are thus losing another privilege. by 
the reorganization of rationing, a privileges which used to make them feel that 
they were holding a unique position in the Stabe 
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
